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PREFACE 


This report provides background information on the demographic and labour market 
characteristics of Local Board areas to assist persons at the community level establish 
Local Boards and develop environmental scans and strategic plans. 


The data sources used in preparing Local Board area profiles are Statistics Canada’s 
Census and administrative data bases associated with federal and provincial 
government programs. These profiles provide a basis for assessing the composition 
of a Local Board area’s population and labour force and the structure of its labour 
market. 


Those responsible for preparing environmental scans, however, should be aware that 
it will be necessary to supplement these profiles by gathering information on current 
developments in the local area economy and labour market, and on issues facing 
firms, workers, designated groups and those entering or re-entering the labour market. 
To acquire the necessary additional information, networks and partnerships should be 
formed to develop a local area labour market information base of value to all interested 
parties in the community. 


This document on the demographic and labour market characteristics of Local Board 
areaS was prepared under the direction of the Federal-Provincial Labour Market 
Information Committee. The contributions of the Economic Analysis and Information 
Directorate, Human Resources Development Canada, Ontario Region, and the Ontario 
Training and Adjustment Board’s Economics and Labour Market Research Group are 
gratefully acknowledged. 
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INTRODUCTION 


The objective of this report is to assist persons involved in establishing Local Boards 
by providing baseline or benchmark statistics on the composition of the population and 
labour force, and data on longer-term shifts in the industrial and occupational 
employment mix within Local Board areas. 


Following this Introduction, a set of tables is presented that cover the following 
aspects of Local Board areas: 


e Characteristics of the labour force source population (persons 15 years of age 
and over), persons in the labour force, and persons not participating in the 
labour force. 


¢ Population statistics for selected designated groups (Aboriginal peoples, 
francophones, people with disabilities, racial minorities, and women); 


¢ Size of the labour force, numbers employed and unemployed; 

¢ Selected designated groups within the labour force; 

¢ Employment by industry and by occupation; 

e Trends in employment across industries and occupations; 

e Unemployment Insurance claimants by occupation of last job; 

e Social assistance recipients by reason for receiving social assistance. 


One of the principal data sources used in compiling the information for each Local 
Board area has been Statistics Canada’s Decennial Census (both 1991 and 1981). 
The second source is administrative data associated with federal and provincial 
government programs. 


Given the reliance on these sources, especially the Decennial Census, the statistics 
on Local Board areas presented in this report are of value for providing an 
understanding of the composition of the population and labour force and the structure 
of the labour market. From standard statistical sources, it is not possible to compile 
information on the most recent developments and the current situation in each Local 
Board area’s economy and labour market. 


This constraint exists because surveys undertaken by Statistics Canada that provide 
up to date labour market information (labour force, employment by industry and 
occupation, unemployment, hours of work, earnings, etc.) are based on samples of 
either households or firms that are designed to produce statistics at the national and 


provincial levels. The samples are not large enough to permit the production of 
reliable statistics for most subprovincial areas. 


The statistical profiles presented in this report should be viewed as a starting point. 
As a Local Board develops its strategic plan, it will be necessary to supplement the 
profiles compiling additional and more current data to assess labour force development 
issues. 


It is also important to note that there were a number of limitations on the availability 
of information at the time this report was prepared (summer, 1994). For 
francophones, information was not available for persons in the labour force and those 
not in the labour force by level of educational attainment. When these data are 
available they will be distributed to Local Boards. 


For people with disabilities, statistics on their population and labour force 
characteristics have been taken from Statistics Canada’s Health and Activity Limitation 
Survey. From this survey, reliable data are available only for Ontario and ten Census 
Metropolitan Areas within the province. 


Only a limited amount of information is available on the demographic and labour force 
characteristics of Aboriginal peoples. There was a major underenumeration of 
Aboriginal peoples in the 1991 Decennial Census, especially for those residing in First 
Nations Communities on reserves, which is a significant proportion of the total 
Aboriginal peoples population. In this report estimates of the working age population 
(persons 15 years of age and over) are presented to provide one measure of the 
magnitude of this group in a Local Board area. These estimates have been developed 
through using data from both administrative records and the 1991 Census. 


The Aboriginal peoples are developing an Aboriginal Labour Force Development 
Strategy to be implemented through 15 Native Local Area Management Boards. 
Where appropriate, these Boards and the Local Boards may wish to consider 
cooperative initiatives to close the gaps in the information available on Aboriginal 
peoples. ; 


The next section of this report contains tables that provide information by Local Board 
area. Provincial totals or averages are also shown. With this format it is possible to 
make comparisons across Local Board areas or with the province. 


The final section consists of a Technical Note on the concepts and definitions 
underlying the statistics presented in the tables. For example, incorporated into the 
Technical Note are definitions for labour force, unemployment, designated groups and 
unemployment insurance claimants. Only summary definitions on the main terms and 
measures are provided. Detailed definitions on concepts and measures, sources of 
labour market information, and related topics will be made available to Local Boards 
in a separate publication titled Labour Market Information Handbook. 


DEMOGRAPHIC AND LABOUR MARKET CHARACTERISTICS 


This section contains 23 tables on the population and labour market characteristics of 
Local Board areas. The information is of value for analyzing and assessing the 
composition of a Local Board area’s population and labour force with respect to age, 
gender, and designated groups (Aboriginal peoples, francophones, people with 
disabilities, racial/visible minorities, and women). As well, insights into the structure 
of the job market can be obtained from the statistics on employment by industry and 
by occupation, and changes in employment across industries and occupations 
between 1981 and 1991. 


In addition, the data can assist in identifying potential issues on the supply side of the 
labour market. For example, unemployment insurance claimants by occupation of last 
job and statistics on the number of persons receiving social assistance because of 
unemployment are useful in assessing the extent to which there may be long-term 
unemployment problems within a Local Board area. 


In the tables information is provided for each of the 25 Local Board areas and totals 
or averages for Ontario are also included. With this format it is possible to make 
comparisons across Local Board areas and with the province on selected population 
and labour market characteristics.

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TECHNICAL NOTE 


In this Technical Note definitions underlying the terms and measures used in the 
Statistical tables are provided. While these terms are presented in alphabetical order, 
in some cases the components of terms such as labour force activity or employment 
equity groups are described under the main entry. Only summary definitions on the 
main terms and measures are provided below. 


Designated Groups 


The term designated groups in this publication covers those identified by the 
Governments of Canada and Ontario under employment equity legislation (Aboriginal 
peoples, visible/racial minorities, people with disabilities and women), and 
francophones. In each case the population is defined as persons 15 years of age and 
Over. 


Aboriginal peoples: This population group includes members of the !ndian, Inuit 
and Metis peoples living on or off reserves. 


Francophones: Persons are identified as francophones based on responses to the 
"mother tongue" question in the 1991 Census. Persons reporting French; French 
and English; French, English and other; and French and other mother tongue make 
up the total francophone population. 


People with Disabilities: Persons in this group include those with a persistent 
physical, mental, psychiatric, sensory or learning impairment that they believe, or 
perceive an employer is likely to believe, disadvantages their employment 
prospects. 


Visible/Racial minorities: Persons in this group include those who are "non- 
Caucasian in race or non-white in colour". Since there were no questions in the 
1991 Census on race or colour and no questions which specifically asked 
individuals if they belong to a visible minority group, indirect means were used to 
determine whether persons are or are likely to be in a visible/racial minority group. 
These included responses to the ethnic origin question, country of birth question, 
mother tongue question and screening of a residual category of the ethnic origin 


variable. 
Educational Attainment Levels 
Educational attainment refers to the highest grade or year of elementary or secondary 


school attended. For college, university or other post-secondary education and formal 
vocational training programs, educational attainment is defined in terms of year 


completed. 
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Industrial Classification 


The industry categories used in the statistical tables are based on Statistics Canada’s 
Standard Industrial Classification. Workers are classified to an industry category 
based on the general nature of the business carried out in the establishment where the 
person worked as indicated by the name of the employer and the kind of business, 
industry or service. Both the 1980 and 1970 versions of the Standard Industrial 
Classification underlie the statistical tables in this document. The 1980 Classification 
was applied for the employment by industry data shown for 1991. For the table that 
shows industrial employment for 1981 and 1991, it was necessary to use the 1970 
Classification. 


Labour Force Activity 


The labour force activity of the working age population (persons 15 years of age and 
over) refers to persons who were participating in the labour force and were either 
employed or unemployed as of a specific reference week period. For 1991 Census 
data, the reference period for measuring labour force activity is the week before June 
4, 1991. The working age population excludes institutional residents but include 
people in the armed services. 


Labour force: Persons who were either employed or unemployed during the 
reference week. 


Labour force participation rate: The total labour force in the reference week 
expressed as a percentage of the population 15 years of age and over (excluding 
institutional residents). The participation rate for a particular group is persons in 
the group who are in the labour force as a percentage of the total population in 
that group. 


Employed: Refers to persons who worked at any time during the reference week 
as a paid worker or self-employed. Employed also includes those who were 
absent from their jobs or businesses because of temporary illness or disability, 
vacation, labour dispute at their place of work or were absent for other reasons. 
In the Census, employed includes people in the armed forces. 


Unemployed: The unemployed include people who during the reference week 
were: 


a) available for work and had actively looked for work in the past four 
weeks; 


b) on layoff and expected to be recalled to their job; 
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c) had definite arrangements to start a new job in four weeks or less. 


Unemployment rate: Persons unemployed expressed as a percentage of the total 
labour force. For a specific group of workers, the unemployment rate is the 
number unemployed expressed as a percentage of those in the group who are in 
the labour force. 


Not in the labour force: This category includes persons who in the reference week 
were neither working nor looking for work. Included also are those who looked 
for work during the previous four weeks but were not available to start work in 
the reference week. 


Occupational Classification 


The occupational categories shown in the statistical tables are based on either Human 
Resource Development Canada’s National Occupational Classification (NOC) or 
Statistics Canada’s Standard Occupational Classification. With the NOC, jobs are 
classified to an occupational category on the basis of job skill level and skill type. The 
NOC underlies the occupational employment data presented for 1991. 


For the table that shows changes in occupational employment between 1981 and 
1991, it was necessary to use the Standard Occupational Classification. With this 
classification system jobs are assigned to an occupational category on the basis of 
main duties or skill type. 


Social Assistance Caseloads 


The statistical tables on social assistance caseloads cover those who were receiving 
assistance under either the Family Benefits Act or General Welfare Assistance Act. 
Ontario administers the Family Benefits program that provides longer term assistance 
based on a special need such as age, disability, sole support parent, vocational 
rehabilitation services, handicapped, foster, and chronic care. 


Municipalities administer the General Welfare Assistance program that provides short- 
term assistance based on various needs such as unemployed, health problems, 
student, aged, emergency and other. 


Unemployment Insurance Claimants 


Unemployment insurance claimants are persons claiming benefits on the last working 
day of the month indicated. The claimant statistics used in this report include those 
who may not have been in receipt of benefits for various reasons (e.g. mandatory 
waiting period, incomplete claim information) but exclude persons on maternity, 
illness, training, job creation and work-sharing claims.
